US Troops Ov e rta k e Re ds 


SAIGON (AP) - Troops of 
the U.S. Americal Div ision re­ 
ported they killed 111 North 
Vietnamese reg u lars today in a 
series of skirmishes on or near 
the north coast. American cas­ 
u alties were g iv en as eig ht 
wou nded. 
The U.S. Command said the 
major fig hting broke ou t 25 
miles northwest of Chu Lai, on 
the coast 330 miles north of Sai­ 
g on. They said that in fig hting 
that continu ed u ntil du sk 64 
North Vietnamese were killed. 
The other enemy losses were in 
battles along the coastal plain. 
Far to the sou th, abou t 13,000 
hard-core Viet Cong hav e faded 
into ju ng le hideou ts near the 
Cambodian border easing the 
threat of a second inv asion of 
Saig on, U.S. officials reported. 
The fiv e Viet Cong reg iments, 
bloodied in the Commu nist lu ­ 


nar new y ear offensiv e that 
tu rned Saig on into a battlefield, 
slipped into War Zones C and D 
to escape the big g est allied of­ 
fensiv e of the war lau nched 10 
day s ag o, the officials said. 
A U.S. spokesman said the 
Viet Cong withdrawal ex plains 
the spotty contact which the 
force of 5 0,000 U.S. and Sou th 
Vietnamese troops hav e made 
in Operation Qu y et Thang —Re­ 
solv e to win—now u nder way in 
fiv e pn'v inces north, west and 
sou th of Saig on. 
Althou g h the dang er of anoth­ 
er major infiltration inv asion of 
Saig on has presu mably less­ 
ened, it has not passed, U.S. of­ 
ficials said, becau se the enemy 
reg iments are still 30 to 5 0 miles 
north and northwest of the city .

Sitting in the shade of a date 
palm at one of his rare news 
conferences the former presi­ 
dent said Sen. Robert Kennedy 
“ won’t take any v otes away 
from Johnson. The Democratic 
Party has too mu ch information 
abou t these splits. They don’t 
work” 
Tru man denied ru mors that 
Johnson wou ld v isit him Thu rs­ 
day at Key West, where he and 
his family are v acationing . 
“I don’t know abou t it (the ru ­ 
mored v isit). And I think I 
wou ld,’’ the 8 3-y ear-old Tru man 
said. 
Referring to the campaig n for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination, Tru man said the 
party is strong and will continu e 
strong “ u nless some damned 
fool’’ tries to splinter the par­ 
ty 
He did not mention the names 
of either Kennedy or Sen. Eu ­ 
g ene McCarthy in that contex t. 
Asked who lie wou ld su pport if 
Johnson were nominated, Tru ­ 
man snapped back: “You mean 
when he is nominated.’’ 
Tru man refu sed comment on 
the war in Vietnam other than 
to say he su pported the adminis­ 
tration’s policy in sou theast 
Asia. 
He later said he saw “some­ 
thing similar’’ between the Ko­ 
rean situ ation he faced as presi­ 
dent and the present Vietnam 
conflict. 
Tru man sat in the su nshine at 
his retreat and watched his fou r 
g randchildren splash in the wa­ 
ter Tu esday . 
Tru man later went for a short 
ride with his wife, Bess, before 
joining their dau g hter, Marg ar­ 
et, and son-in-law, Clifton Dan­ 
iel, at the pool.

Viet Cong terrorists mean­ 
while renewed their attacks in 
Saig on and killed fou r civ ilians 
in Cholon, the city ’s Chinese 
section, in the last two nig hts. A 
policeman also was killed and a 
civ ilian wou nded in an attack on 
a police station Monday nig ht. 
Along the northern frontier.

125 shells at the Khe Sanh com­ 
bat base in the west and 46 
rocket and artillery rou nds at 
the U.S. Marine su pply base at 
Dong Ha in the east.

Johnson said Tu esday that 
lYesident Roosev elt u rg ed the 
nations of the world in 1937 to 
“qu arantine the ag g ressor” bu t 
it took World War II to make 
men u nderstand the messag e. 
“ Let this g eneration learn 
from the mistakes of the past," 
said Johnson. “ Let u s recog nize 
that there is no resig ning from 
world responsibility '. There is no 
easy road to freedom and or­ 
der.” 
He drew cheers and prolong ed 
applau se—along with shou ted 
pledg es of su pport—from repre­ 
sentativ es 
of 
nong ov ernment 
g rou ps attending a foreig n poli­ 
cy seminar at the State Depart­ 
ment.

Senate Leaders Divided

Chairman John Stennis. D-

amendments was Sen Thomas 
J Dodd. D-Conn.. censured by 
the Senate last year for alleged 
financial misc'onduct in convert­ 
ing political funds to his person­ 
al use. 
“I have a very great interest 
in this matter, as all of you 
know.” Dodd told the Senate. 
Sens Joseph S. Clark, I)-Pa., 
and Clifford P Case. R-N.J.. 
are pushing an amendment to 
require full public disclosure by 
senators of the sources of their 
income and other financial in­ 
formation They said this w ould 
alert the public to any possible 
conflicts of interest. 
Mansfield backed the ethics 
committee 
recommendations, 
which do not require full public 
disclosure, but indicated he 
might vote for the Clark-Case 
amendment,

WASHINGTON (AP) - “ If 
Martin Luther King ls calling 
the shots around here.” growled 
the congressman, “ we might as 
well pack up and go home. " 
But whether the congressman 
likes it or not, King is exerting a 
strong albeit indirect influence 
on the plans of House leaders to 
vote on the Senate-passed civil 
rights bill with its controversial 
open-housing provision. 
King is scheduled to lead a 
“ Poor 
People’s 
Man'h" 
on 
Washington starting April 22, 
The House leaders want the bill 
passed and at the White House 
by then. 
They are convinced that the 
House, resentful at anything it 
regards as an attempt to pres­ 
sure it into acting, would kill the 
bill if called on to vote during 
King’s demonstration. 
That was a key factor in their 
decision to rush the bill through 
the Hoase Rules Committee this 
week and vote on it next week 
with no changes permitted. 
But that plan was all but 
wrecked Tuesday. 
The Rules Committee, instead 
of rushing it to the floor, voted 
to hold it until April 9, just two 
days before the House is due to 
take a 10-day Easter recess. It 
is unlikely the House could com­ 
plete action on the bill in two 
days. 
And when does the House re­ 
convene? April 22, the same day 
King is due to lead his march 
into town for the announced pur­ 
pose of tying up the capital 
through civil disobedience. 
To avoid such timing. House 
leaders are even toying with the 
idea of postponing the Foster 
vacation until the bill can be 
voted on. It was the possibility 
of this move that caused the 
congressman to grumble about 
King’s “calling the shots” 
The timetable aside, the Rules 
Committee action has the bill’s 
backers wondering whether it 
can be brought to a showdown 
vote at all, or instead will have 
to go to a House-Senate confer­ 
ence to be watered down. 
The delay until April 9 was 
approved by an 8 to 7 vote, with 
three Democrats joining the five 
committee Republicans to put it 
over.

Narrator Harry Reasoner re­ 
called a series of “fashionable ' 
words and phrases "that came 
suddenly, were overused for a 
brief piTiod and then disaf)- 
piored.' .\mi»ng them were "di­ 
chotomy, ” "emixithy, 
“charis­ 
ma.’'an d ‘ mystique 
."Vlario Pei. an authority on 
languages, called English “ very 
practical, 
very 
flexible, 
ex­ 
tremely useable, concise.’ and 
said that its worst shortcoming 
is “ the tremendous spread be­ 
tween the pronunciation and the 
spelling. ” He added, too. that 
television, radio and motion pic­ 
tures are in the prix ess of ob­ 
literating local dialects. 
.Another 
expert, 
Theodore 
Bernstein, author of “ The Care­ 
ful Writer," predicted that the 
time is coming when the word 
“ whom ” will disappear €‘xcept 
in cases like “ to whom am 1 
speaking*^’’ 
The program, written by An­ 
drew Rooney, wandered genial­ 
ly up and down some dark al­ 
leys of language.

All-Out Battle 
Against Sawflies 


MADISON. Wis (AP) - The 
pesty sawfly may be about to be 
done in by the female of the spe­ 
cies. 
Researchers at the University 
of Wisconsin discovered a chem­ 
ical which attracts male saw- 
flies to females. They hope to 
take the potent material and use 
it to gather the males so they 
can be destroyed. 
The chemical, produced by 
virgin female sawflies, is so 
powerful that one ten-thou­ 
sandth of a microgram can in­ 
terest thousands of male saw- 
flies 
The scientists. H C. Coppel 
and Fumio Matsumura of the 
College of Agriculture, hope to 
gather the chemical by blowing 
air over females into a system 
of tubes.

—Nixon said in Eau Claire, 
Wis.,- that the United States 
“ cannot continue to carry the 
major burden of maintaining 
freedom around the world and 
called for “ new diplomacy. ” He 
said the Vietnam war must be 
ended on a basis that will dis­ 
courage Communist aggression 
—California Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan denied a report he’d made a 
deal to become Rockefeller's 
vice presidential running mate. 
“ No deals,” Reagan said. “ I 
still stand on my position. I ’m 
not interested.” 
—Democratic senators seek­

in the race increased chances of 
a party split that could not be 
healed 
and 
would endanger 
their chances 
Rockefeller met with some 17 
of the 36 Republican senators to 
outline his views Tuesday and 
he told a news conference later 
he would offer no superficial 
remedy to the Vietnam war is­ 
sue. 
“ I don’t see how an intelligent 
candidate could come up with 
an oversimplification.” he said. 
“ I think the American people 
are giving prayerful support to 
the President, hoping he will 
find the right solution between 
now and January. 
“ After January,” he added, 
“ the next president might have 
greater options in finding a solu­ 
tion.” 
But the Washington Post said 
Rockefeller has radically re­ 
vised his Vietnam position since 
four years ago when he said 
“ winning the fight for freedom 
in Vietnam is essential to the 
survival of all of Asia.”

Columbians Reject 
Open Housing Law 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - Co­ 
lumbia voters rejected an open 
housing ordinance in a record 
turnout for a special election on 
a single issue Tuesday. The vote 
was 5,271 against to 4,453 for. 
The ordinance would have pro­ 
hibited discrimination of race, 
color or creed in the sale or 
rental of property in the city. 
The city council put the mat­ 
ter to election, refusing to en­ 
act it without a public vote. 
Tuesday’s turnout of 9.724 ex­ 
ceeded a 1965 total of 9,280 vot­ 
ers who turned out to approve 
liquor by the drink. 
Precincts near the University 
of Missouri campus on the city’s 
south side where most of the 
university’s staff lives gave the 
ordinance a majority of votes. 
Precincts on the north side, the 
city’s older residential section, 
sent it down to defeat.

Combining 
statistics for the cost of medi­ 
cal care, the loss of money 
due to disability, and the loss 
due to death, Blumenthal cal- 
c u l a t e s that it costs the 
United States $7.8 billion an­ 
nually for its ulcers and other 
malfunctions of the digestive 
system. 


Only three categories- dis­ 
eases of the circulatory sys­ 
tem, injuries and neoplasms 
(cancer) 
cost 
the

more than does the ulcer. 
The ulcer is more and more 
frequently a killer, too. Blum- 
enthal’s statistics show that 
11.9(H) people died from peptic 
ulcers in 1963—the last year 
for which accurate figures are 
available—and he p r o j e c t s 
that to a p r o b a b l e 12.5(H) 
using 1965 population figures. 
He also cites statistics as 
showing that there is “ an ap­ 
parent increase of more than 
10 per cent in the death rate 
due to ulcer.’’ 
The number of ulcer suf­ 
ferers in our society also is on 
the 
increase. 
Blumenthal's 
figures indicate that 3.5 million 
people are annually afflicted, 
w'hich breaks down to 19 peo­ 
ple in every 1.0(H). 
He savs that the increase is 


due to two causes—first, of 
course, the increase in total 
population

lence. He makes no attempt 
to ascribe a moti\e to that 
fact.

But McC-arthy insisted Tues­ 
day there are no arrangements, 
no conspiracy between Kennedy 
and himself- and continued to 
toss sharp barbs at Kennedy's 
sudden entry into the presiden­ 
tial race.

The source said the 
Egyptian government also had 
agreed in principle to pay com­ 
pensation for damage to Ameri­ 
can government property in Al­ 
exandria and Port Said during 
demonstrations last June.

Seek Jobs 
For Slum 
Area Youth 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov 
ernment planners are makini» a 
major shift in the multimillion 
dollar effort 
to keep slum 
youths off the streets and out 
of trouble this summer 
Instead of trying to find twn- 
agers who want summer jobs, 
programs this year are aiming 
more at finding businessmen 
who will hire the youngsters 
‘‘The problem is the supply of 
jobs, not the supply of kids.” 
said (ierald W. ChrLsteason. ex­ 
ecutive dirwtor of the Presi­ 
dent’s (k)unc‘il on Youth Oppor 
tunities. ‘‘We've got plenty of 
kids who want to work.” 
Vice President Hubert H 
Humphrey, council chairman, 
reported recently that last sum­ 
mer “ more than 1.5 million peo­ 
ple bc'tween 16 and 21 who 
sought work could not find it; 
and probably an equal number 
did not even both to l(M)k be­ 
cause they coasidered the quest 
hopeless.” 
One problem, another official 
conceded, was that the govern­ 
ment “ really raised the expcx'- 
tatioas” of slum youth last year 
with radio commeaMals which, 
after plugging the summer pro­ 
grams. told listeners: 
“ . . . Call your information op­ 
erator. 
Ask 
for 
‘Summer 
Youth.’ Call now Don't let time 
slip by. or the call may slip 
from your mind It could bc' the 
most important call you make 
this summer.' 
“ The kids got the idea that all 
they had to do to get a job was 
to pick up the phone.” the offi­ 
cial said “ We’re going to make 
sure we don’t have that problem 
this year” 
The council is dropping all 
referenc'es to information opera 
tors in its radio (*ommercials In 
one already-rec'orded spot an- 
nounc’ement. Humphrey says: 
“ What our young people ncx'd 
more than anything else are 
jobs 
. and that’s where you 
can help If you’re a busint'ss- 
man. hire a young worker this 
summer. Ask your friends to do 
the same,” 
As if to underscore the new 
emphasis. President Johnson 
enlisted Henrv h'ord II, chair 
man of Ford Motor Co.. and 
members of the National Alli­ 
ance of Businessmen to conduct 
a three-year nationwide pro 
gram to locate or create jobs 
for 500.000 unemployed persons 
In addition, h'ord's group was 
asked to try to place 200.000 
disadvantaged youths in mean­ 
ingful jobs this summer Refer 
ring to racial tensions. Ford told 
newsmen last month that “ these 
people must be given a chance 
to earn a decent living for them­ 
selves 
. our very national uni­ 
ty and domestic peace are at 
stake.”

WASHING'TON (AP) - Sup­ 
port is mounting among U.S. ed­ 
ucators for a broader^ draft 
pool to induct noncollege stu­ 
dents, college graduates and 
graduate 
students 
into 
the 
armed forces on a quota basis. 
Such a system would have the 
effect of placing 19- to 28-year- 
old eligible youths—excluding 
college undei^raduates—in a 
single, theoretkai age group. 
Order of call would be based on 
monthly birth dates, with those 
born in January subject to first 
call according to local quotas. 
In testimony before a special 
House education subcommittee, 
prominent university adminis­ 
trators have suggested the plan 
as an alternative to the present 
draft policy which falls with 
major impact on the 22 to 24 age 
group. 
In the present system, the old­ 
est eligible youths in the 19- to 
26-year-old age group are called 
first with deferments permitted 
for 
college 
undergraduates, 
graduate students in the health 
specialities, essential occupa­ 
tions and fathers who have not 
also gained exemption as stu­ 
dents. 
Eklucators view the broadened 
draft pool proposal as a way to 
solve the dilemma posed for the 
nation’s graduate schools as a 
result of a Feb. 15 Selective 
Service ruling barring defer­ 
ments for most graduate stu­ 
dents. 
They warn that the ruling will 
drastically thin out future ranks 
of trained engineers, scientists, 
chemists, ph>^ists and human­ 
ities specialists. 
Lifting of draft deferments for 
graduate 
school 
study 
also 
threatens to eliminate teacher 
assistants 
for 
undergraduate 
colleges which commonly rely 
on graduate students for this 
duty. 
University 
administrators, 
however, are not calling for a 
reinstatment of deferments for 
graduate students but for an or­ 
der of call which will be more 
equitable and will fall on a 
broader base. 
“ We’re not seeking wholesale 
deferments,” says Fred Har­ 
rington, president of the 53,(XK>- 
student University of Wisconsin. 
“ We would like to see a 
broadened manpower pool es­ 
tablished so that some of the 
students who graduate from col­ 
lege and may be planning to go 
on to graduate students will be 
eligible for the draft but not all 
of them.” 
The present draft policy on 
graduate students could set 
American 
higher 
education 
back 10 years, says Betty M 
Vetter, executive director of the 
Scientific Manpower Commis­ 
sion 
‘‘That will be a 10-year set­ 
back we can never put right.” 
she says. 
Mrs. 
Vetter explains 
that 
graduate schools in the United 
States are expected to award 
21,000 doctorate degrees this 
June. By 1972, the annual total 
of Ph D’s had been expected to 
reach 27,000. 
“ Under the present draft poli­ 
cy,” Mrs. Vetter says, “ the 
number of graduate students 
who will be available for doctor­ 
ate degree awards in 1972 will 
drop to 16,000—the 1962 level.” 
Harrington agrees with Yale’s 
President Kingman Brewster 
and many other educators who 
favor abolition of all student de­ 
ferments and a random lottery 
of all eligible youths. 
President Johnson last year 
proposcHl a random selec’tion 
system but Congress is yet to 
aict on It. The broadened draft 
pool supported by a growing 
number of educators could be 
activated, according to Selec- 


tive Service Director Lt. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, by the Presi­ 
dent or by the secretary of de­ 
fense through executive order 
without congressional action. 
In support of the broadened 
pool, Brewster said; “ It would 
offer a better way to spread this 
liability by age groups. It is cer­ 
tainly undesirable to have the 
obligation fall on a single group 
or class and we should avoid 
placing pressure on any single 
group.” 
Harrington 
contends 
that 
American prosperity depends on 
a coastant flow of trained men 
and women 
“ We have to maintain the 
flow to move forward,” he says. 
“ We can’t expect it to be sus­ 
tained by draft rejects.” 
President John W. Oswald of 
the University of Kentucky also 
voices criticism of the present 
draft system, which he says 
places an “ impractical” impact 
on eligible youths. 
Oswald, speaking for the Na­ 
tional Association of State Uni­

The hint came Tuesday when 
the department asked the Sub­ 
versive Activities Control Board 
to delay its hearing, scheduled 
for March 26 in New York, on 
whether the club should be or­ 
dered to register as a Commu­ 
nist-front group 
The hearing should be de­ 
layed. said the department, un­ 
til the Supreme Court rules on a 
pending extortion case involving 
the bugging issue. 
If the court rules against the 
department in the extortion 
case, 
the government could 
wind up having to make avail­ 
able to DuBois Clubs lawyers 
any information 
it obtained 
from eavesdropping activities in 
connection with the investiga­ 
tion. 
In a two-paragraph request to 
the subversives control board, 
the department said that while 
the issue in the case before the 
Supreme Court Is “ framed in 
the context of domestic crime it 
has special importance in the 
national security field. 
“ Accordingly, the government 
feels it must await the Supreme

Businessman's Concern 
Over W ar Is Increasing

N EW YORK (AP) - Busi­ 
nessmen have sharpened their 
attitudes on the war in Vietnam 
in recent weeks, even breaking 
into surprisingly open opposition 
and lending strength to at least 
one large antiwar group. 
“ In business, if you adopt a 
strategy for results and main­ 
tain that strategy for 36 months 
and find you’re no further along 
than when you started, then it 
makes no sense to continue with 
the same strategy.” is a typical 
opposition remark. 
This comment was made by 
Henry Niles, chairman of the 
Baltimore Life Insurance Co., 
and cochairman of Business Ex­ 
ecutives 
Move 
for 
Vietnam 
Peace, a growing organization 
which wants de-escalation and 
eventual disengagement from 
the war. 
Articles in business publica­ 
tions, in stock market adviso­ 
ries, in public statements and 
private conversations of busi­ 
nessmen prove that the war has 
become the paramount issue in 
business. 
Not all this concern is ex­ 
pressed as opposition. Some are 
noncommittal and some are 
hawks. Reasons for concern 
vary also, from moral and legal 
to the mainly economic consid­ 
eration that the war is becom­ 
ing bad for business and bearish 
for the stock market. 
Whereas government spend­ 
ing spurred the economy in pre­ 
vious years, it is causing infla­ 
tion now. It has pushed up inter­ 
est rates, worsened the balance 
of payments, and brings with it 
the .threat of economic controls. 
The recent enemy offensive 
and the gold drain apparently 
have played large roles in this 
growing concern. But the entic­ 
ing prospect of a strong peace­ 
time economy has encouraged 
some interest also. 
“ Peace in Vietnam would be 
the greatest imaginable blessing 
—and in addition, substantial 
economic benefits would ac­ 
crue.” So began an eight-page 
study of “ Peace in Vietnam?” 
by Paine, Webber, Jackson & 
Curtis, a brokerage house. 
In any brokerage house analy­ 
sis the advice on a course of ac­ 
tion generally is restricted to 
stocks, as it is in this example, 
but it is difficult to overlook the 
sense of anticipation in state­ 
ments like this from the Paine. 
Webber study: 
“ Peace will afford each of us 
the opportunity for an economic 
re-emphasis on peacetime pur­ 
suits. .. and the satisfaction of 
increased demand for all the 
things and services to which we 
aspire in our affluent society.” 


Antiwar 
feeling 
escalates 
from these neutral positions. 
The 
Wall 
Street 
Journal 
shocked some readers when it 
expressed sorrow about escala­ 
tion and suggested that “ every­ 
one had better be prepared for 
the bitter taste of a defeat be­ 
yond America’s power to pre­ 
vent ” 


Forbes magazine set out to in­ 
terview a money expert. Marri- 
ner Eccles. former chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, on 
interest rates and inflation. E c­ 
cles prefaced his remarks by 
saying, “ You can’t separate the 


financial 
situation 
from 
the 
whole social and political back­ 
ground. 
Eccles then went into a heat­ 
ed denunciation of the war 
“ The Fed has been doing a good 
job,” he said. “ Now this war 
has upset the whole damn 
show.” 
The Federal Reserve, some­ 
times called the Fed. is faced 
with maintaining stability de­ 
spite the handicaps of a budget 
deficit, a balance of payments 
deficit and the resulting threat 
of a damaging siege of inflation. 
“ As I said earlier,” Eccles 
continued, “ all of this broad 
spectrum of problems can only 
ultimately be solved by our get­ 
ting out of Vietnam

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Air 
Force figures show a dramatic 
increase in the use of fiery na­ 
palm in Vietnam—from 2.181 
tons in 1963 to 54,620 tons in 
1966. 
The Air Force figures showing 
planes have dropped more than 
100.000 tons of napalm bombs on 
Vietnam since 1963 were re­ 
leased Monday on request. 
There are no officially con­ 
firmed or thoroughly document­ 
ed figures on how many deaths 
the gasoline-gelatm bombs have 
caused but Vietnam hospitals 
reportedly treat a continual flow 
of burn victims. 
The Navy also drops napalm 
and the Army uses large quanti­ 
ties in flamethrowers but ton­ 
nage figures for the two serv­ 
ices were not available. 
The Pentagon said napalm is 
used against strictly military 
targets and is the most effective 
weapon against enemy tunnels 
and bunkers because it spreads 
and splashes 
Use of the substance has been 
a favorite target of peace dem­ 
onstrators.

SAIGON (AP) — For three 
y ears of ev er intensify ing war­ 
fare in Vietnam, the morale of 
the American fighting man has 
nev er flagged. 
The Commu nist offensiv e in 
Febru ary which wrou ght so 
mu ch damage had only a pe­ 
ripheral effect on the spirit of 
the U.S. troops. In many in­ 
stances the offensiv e improv ed 
morale, AP correspondents in 
the field report. 
"Hell, my gu y s are raring for 
m ore,” a battalion commander 
told newsmen. 
This was demonstrated by 
cou ntless tales of heroism—lik e 
the y ou ng Marine officer on 
leav e who flew back and swam 
the Phu Cam Canal in dark ness 
to rejoin his ou tfit in embattled 
Hu e. 
It wou ld be ov ersimplification 
to contend that three y ears of 
mou nting warfare has not re­ 
su lted in some erosion. 
The dictionary defines morale 
as a "moral or mental condition 
with respect to cheerfu llness, 
confidence, zeal, etc.” 
Most observ ers wou ld agree 
that by this definition the com­ 


parativ e handfu l of American 
adv isers here in 1965 su rpassed 
the av erage morale lev el of the 
5 00,000 Americans now in Viet­ 
nam. This decline, howev er, is 
hardly significant and is proba­ 
bly du e as mu ch to the lev eling 
influ ence of the nu mber of men 
inv olv ed as any other factor. 
Personnel officers, psy chia­ 
trists and others concerned with 
the problem consider the U.S. 
12-month rotation policy the big­ 
gest factor in maintaining mo­ 
rale. Another is the policy of 
giv ing ev ery man at least one 
rest leav e ou tside the cou ntry 
du ring his Vietnam tou r. 
The war itself affects morale 
in seemingly odd way s. An ex ­ 
ample of this is the rarity of 
what psy chiatrists in prev iou s 
wars termed "combat fatigu e.” 
"There is not that mu ch su s­ 
tained combat as a ru le there.” 
one doctor said. "What we hav e 
is often the absence of combat, 
the feeling that the enemy is ev ­ 
ery where and the inability to 
get him. This cau ses some prob­ 
lem s.” 
Ev en so. the psy chiatrists feel 
there are no seriou s morale 
problems among the troops in 
Vietnam. While official statis­ 


tics are inconclu siv e, one doctor 
estimates that only one-tenth of 
one per cent of the patients 
ev acu ated from the cou ntry are 
mental patients. 
The civ il rights and peace dis­ 
orders in the United States fre­ 
qu ently enrage the soldiers in 
the field. Bu t this is considered 
an insignificant factor so far as 
morale 
is 
concerned, 
ev en 
among 
Negro 
soldiers 
who 
might be influ enced the most. 
Since the Commu nists began 
their offensiv e at the end of Jan­ 
u ary . the U.S. casu alty toll has 
been ru nning close to 500 dead 
per week . Combat officers point 
ou t that casu alties as su ch do 
not necessarily lower morale of 
well indoctrinated soldiers Fre­ 
qu ently they fight ev en harder. 
The Commu nist offensiv e did 
raise 
seriou s 
apprehensions 
amnno 
manv 
middle-lev el 
American officers and civ ilians 
in Vietnam and cau sed some ev ­ 
ident reappraisals in the head­ 
qu arters of Gen 
William C. 
Westmoreland. In time, this 
feeling of apprehension may 
seep down to the fighting troops, 
bu t so far it has not done so 
What has affected the fighting 
men is the erosion of the 12- 


month rotation policy which has 
tak en place. 
An ex ample is the brigade of 
the 
82nd 
Airborne 
Div ision 
which was flown to Vietnam last 
month. Many of the men were 
v eterans of prev iou s tou rs in 
Vietnam and openly u nhappy to 
be back 
Similar situ ations ex ist in oth­ 
er specialized fields. The de­ 
mand for helicopter pilots is so 
great that many are on their 
second tou r and some on their 
third. A similar situ ation is 
bu ilding u p among pilots of 
fix ed-wing aircraft. Many don't 
lik e it. 
Among the ordinary 7 infantry ­ 
men, howev er, morale is only 
slightly less high than it was 
three y ears ago.

A HERO'S MEDAL CAN 
TEST A MAN'S METTLE

N E W Y O R K—( N E A )— 
Recently , the United States 
gov ernm ent did a wonderfu l 
and. in a way , not so wonder­ 
fu l thing for Air Force Maj. 
M erly n Dethlefsen. 
It gav e him the Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor. 
In so d o i n g, the nation 
changed the m an’s life for­ 
ev er. 
It honored his su p erb 
heroism as a fighter p ilot ov er 
North Vietnam , and at the 
sam e tim e handed him an 
aw esom e 
resp onsibility that 
will be a second skin all his 
life. 
Not that the m a j o r isn’t 
u sed to resp onsibility . 
H e’s 
sp ent 285 hou rs ov er the hor­ 
rors of N o r t h V ietnam ese 
grou nd fire 
And just a y ea r a g o he stub 
bo rnly ig no red a ll the g ro und 
fla k (plus sho t fro m enemy 
jets a nd da ma g e to his o wn 
ship) to ro a r o v er a key no rth- 
la nd ta rg et. He then spent 10 
punishing minutes kno cking 
tha t ta rg et to splinters. 


That action is what won 
Dethlefsen his Medal. 
That 
action 
is what jerked 
him 
from the files of the u nknown 
and 
m ade 
him 
a 
lifelong 
celebrity . 
Thu s the big change. 
Where once the m ajor cou ld 
blow his nose in p u blic, now 
better things are ex p ected of 
him. 
W here before he cou ld 
be hu m an and err, now he’d 
best not. Where p rev iou sly he 
cou ld sp eak his mind, tom or­ 
row r e n d e r s him contro­ 
v ersially mu te. 
He mu st be loy al. 
“ I wish ev ery body was be­ 
hind the w ar,” he say s. 
He m u st be op timistic. 
‘T think ou r p olicy is an in­ 
ternational su ccess.” 


Right now these are sm all 
p rices to p ay for fam e. 
Be­ 
sides the m ajor v ery p robably 
believ es that ou r p olicy really 
is “ an international su ccess.” 
Bu t if the -history of this 
nation’s p rev iou s w ar heroes 
holds tru e, the cost of being a 
celebrity is going to rise for 
Dethlefsen. 
At 
least th a t’s 


what m any of the 272 other 
liv ing Medal of Honor winners 
conclu de. 
The feeling am ong form er 
winners is that liv ing u p to the 
Medal is som etim es alm ost as 
hard as winning it. Often, the 
recip ient m u st face u nreason­ 
able dem ands, hu miliation and 
abu se 
from 
a 
thou ghtless 
p u blic at large. 
One winner, Thom as Kelley 
of New York City , sp eaks for 
the m ajority op inion in his 
cap acity as p resident of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
Society : 
“ The aw ard p resents some 
v ery real p roblem s. P'or one 
thing, winners are constantly 
in dem and as sp eakers, rib­ 
bon cu tters, p arade p artici­ 
p ants and that kind of thing. 
Ev ery neighborhood organiza­ 
tion w ants y ou to ap p ear. 
“ N atu rally , y ou don’t want 
to slight p eop le, so y ou accep t 
as m any as y ou can. 
For 
some p eop le, this gets seriou s. 
I seem to be going to m ore 
activ ities today than I 
did 
when I first won the Medal 
(in 19 45).”

LONiX)N (AP) — The “ wind 
of change, " which whipped the 
British Empire into shreds, is 
now fanning lightly across the 
homeland. 
Scotland and Wales ring with 
cries of “ freedom.” A minority 
in Northern Ireland would pre­ 
fer union with the Irish Repub­ 
lic. A movement for self-gov­ 
ernment has sprouted in Corn- ' 
wall County. 
Even the Isle of Man. with 
50,423 hardy souls, and Alder­ 
ney, a crown dependency in the 
Channel Islands with a cir­ 
cumference of 12 miles, have 
their dreams of independent 
glory. 
The British government is far 
from being thrown into a fright. 
It has endured too many centu­ 
ries and heard too many de­ 
mands for self-rule to panic. 
On the other hand, rarely 
since 1776 has the call for more 
freedom come from people as 
intimately related to the home­ 
land as the Scots and the 
Welsh 
Within the pa.st 18 months, 
both Scotland and Wales have 
elected nationalist candidates to 
the British Parliament. Their 
movements the Scottish Na­ 
tional Party or SNP. and Plaid 
Cymru or Welsh Nationalist 
F^arty- are 
growing steadily, 
particularly the Sc-ottish party 
Mi s. Winifred Ewing, an at­ 
tractive Scottish lawyer, won a 
surprising victorv' in a by-elec­ 
tion four months ago on a plat­ 
form of complete indepi*ndence 
for her homeland. Gwvnfor 
F^vans became the first Welsh 
nationalhst member of F^arlia- 
ment in British hlstorv' in 1966. 
Both of BriUin s two major 
political parties. Labor and Con­ 
servative, are nervous about the 
effec'Ls of the growing national­ 
ism in Scotland and Wales 
Electoral successes for the na­ 
tionalists can only be made at 
their expease and that of the 
much smaller Liberal party 
The Labor government Is 
studying ways of meeting some

Catapult 
Officer 
Is Vital

USS TICONDEROGA, Tonkin 
Gulf (AP) — AS the jet engine 
reaches a screaming crescendo, 
the catapult crew scrambles 
from under the plane. The pilot 
and “ cat boss” swap salutes 
and the aircraft hurtles from 
this carrier’s deck, off on anoth­ 
er mission over North Vietnam. 
Seeing 
that 
nothing 
goes 
wrong in the 215 feet from the 
launch spot to the deck’s end is 
the job of Lt Bruce K Den­ 
mark of San Diego, Calif., cata­ 
pult officer aboard the Ticonde- 
roga. 
A closed flap can cost a man 
his life and the Navy a $1 mil­ 
lion plane. 
As a jet is rolled into launch 
position, the cat crews slide un­ 
derneath to fasten the catapult 
bridle to the plane. They check 
to see that the folding wings are 
fully extended and locked into 
place Failure to do so could 
snap a wing and send the plane 
into the Gulf of Tonkin. 
The cat boss, handling two 
launc-hes simultaneously, checks 
his instrument board in the cen­ 
ter of the giant deck, making 
sure the catapult’s steam pres­ 
sure checks out against the 
weight of the plane. 
When all systems are okayed, 
the “ go” signal Is flashed. 
Steam billows over the deck, 
fire belches from the tail of the 
jet engine and the plane streaks 
down the track. For an iastant, 
it dips beneath deck level, then 
reappears as the pilot prods his 
craft into the air. 
The cat retriever dashes from 
his pit beside the runway to un­ 
tangle the bridle. As he slides it 
back into launc-h position, anoth­ 
er plane Is rolled up and the 
routine begins again. 
The whole process takes less 
than one minute. 
Nursing 
an 
int-oming 
jet 
bomber onto the det-k of a car­ 
rier under way is also a test of 
nerves 
The landing signal officer, or 
LSO, who used to wave in the 
returning pilots with a pair of 
paddles, now talks to the air­ 
men by radio. A complex set of 
instruments has replaced much 
of his eye judgment. 
As the jets come shrieking 
onto the deck, they must bt 
yanked to a shuddering halt 
within seconds, or the pilot must 
take off again. If both attempts 
fail, a plane and a life may be 
lost. 
As a plane lands, the pilot 
drops a hook located near the 
tail of the aircraft in hopes of 
snagging one of three thick ca­ 
bles stretched across the deck. 
If the hook does not grab, the 
trained pilot turns his plane sea­ 
ward so that he will crash into 
the water and not hit the deck 
structure of the carrier. 
The seamen who handle the 
arresting cables face danger, 
too. Should one snap, as some­ 
times happens, the whiplash 
could cut a man in two.

Zambesi River: Can the white 
governments stand against the 
threats of men who have as­ 
sumed leadership over the con­ 
tinent’s black millions? 
The charter of the Organiza­

dedication to the total emanci­ 
pation of the African territories 
which are still dependent.” 
The organization has made it 
clear that this pledge is aimed 
at South Africa as well as 
Rhodesia. Angola, Mozambique 
and South-West Africa. Some 
OAU members, notably Malawi. 
Tunisia. Lesotho and Botswana, 
have cooled on this ambitious 
project, but all 38 member gov­ 
ernments stand committed 
Whether the average African 
understands and approves the 
commitment is doubtful, but it 


is a rare day in southern Africa 
when a white man does not give 
some thought to his and his chil­

Stephens 
backed the idea. 
“ A person who has a driver’s 
license should first know how to 
drive,” said Stephens. “ A per­ 
son who gets a gun permit 
should first know how to use a 
gun.”

was 
formed in Dearborn, which juts 
into Detroit's southwest side, 
following the Detroit riot. 
The clinic has trained 280 per­ 
sons so far—all of them white 
women—and has a waiting list 
of some 350 more. The trainees 
“ definitely have a fear that a 
riot might come to their door,” 
says Lisa Rozer, the president 
of the Dearborn Pistol Club She 
helps the city’s recreation de­ 
partment train the women. 
Dearborn’s trainees are all 
white Stephens says about one- 
third of the trainees in Highland 
Park are Negroes, the rest 
white The Detroit clinic aimed 
at grocers drew some whites, 
some Negroes. 
In some homes in suburbs 
ringing Detroit, basement rifle 
ranges have been built for tar­ 
get practice. Some homes have 
stocked extra food in the event 
trouble isolates them for long. 
The “ Black Power warnings” 
have appeared in suburbs to the 
northeast of Detroit Police say 
they don't know who is posting 
them 
Officers rip down the 
signs wherever they find them. 
In the wealthy Grosse Pointe 
section, 199 men and one woman 
recently volunteered for duty as 
auxiliary' 
policemen 
in case 
trouble erupts. 
The Rev, Albert Cleage, a 
militant black n a t i o n a l i s t , 
through the city’s major Negro 
weekly, the Michigan Chronicle, 
has urged Negroes to store one 
month's food against the possi­ 
bility of trouble. 
He says he is pessimistic 
about the coming summer. He 
says his main fear is that “ hys­ 
terical whites will provoke some 
kind of violence.” 


The Inner City Voice, a mili­ 
tant Negro periodical which 
claims a circulation of 15,000 in 
Detroit and bills itslef as the 
“ Voice of the Revolution,” tells 
its readers that revolutionaries 
must be willing to die, if neces­ 
sary, for their cause. The paper 
prints a recipe for a Molotov 
cocktail. 


“ What we have is a public 
hysteria,” declares Capt. Ray­ 
mond McConnel, the top detec­ 
tive in the Michigan State Po­ 
lice. “ A lot of people are going 
out and buying guns and that’s 
the worst thing they could do,” 
he says. 
“ Wildly irresponsible rumors” 
are 
what 
Mayor 
Cavanagh 
blames for the public's preoccu­ 
pation with guns. 
These “ groundless” reports 
have flourished in part, he says, 
because 
Detroit’s two daily 
newspapers, the morning Free 
Press and the afternoon News, 
have not published 
in four 
months because of a Teamsters 
Union strike. The mayor gave a 
15-minute talk on radio and tele­ 
vision March 7 in an effort to 
calm citizens fears. 
Capt. Glenn Dafoe of the 
Michigan 
State 
Police 
says 
there were 9,988 pistols regis­ 
tered in Michigan in 1967, com­ 
pared with the 1966 total of 
6,029. 
Dafoe estimates 1 million pis­ 
tols are registered in Michigan 
—one for every nine persons. 
And he predicts the 1968 regis­ 
trations will be even higher than 
the 1967 total.

Ah! Sp ring Is Sp rung 


“ Flowers that bloom in the Spring. Tra 
La!’* 
They’ve already started popping out of 
the ground. Also, the cardinals, the robins, 
and a host of scouts of other species have 
arrived and are giving out with specialized 
chirps. 
Now hear this, they seem to signal. 
Spring has arrived.

TA IPEI, FORMOSA — In the strictest of secrecy, 
the United States is preparing to ask Chiang Kai- 
Shek to withdraw his troops from the two offshore 
islands, Quemoy and Matsu, only three and twelve 
miles off the Chinese mainland. These are the two 
islands, no farther away from the mainland than 
Staten Island from Manhattan, which almost forced 
a showdown between the United States and Red 
China during the Eisenhower administration. 
Since then, Quemoy and Matsu have been turned 
into veritable Gibraltars bristling with heavy 
artillery and 
honeycombed 
with 
underground 
fortifications. Both are flanked by smaller islands — 
such as Tung-yin, Wu-Chiu, Tung-Ting and Lang-Tao 
— also held by crack nationalist troops. 
Together with the Peng-Hu Islands in the 
Formosa straits, the off-shore islands control the 
straits, plug Amoy and Foochow harbors and disrupt 
Communist coastal shipping. 
Chiang still dreams that some day these islands 
could also become springborads for an invasion of 
the mainland. While many Westerners don’t agree 
with him, this threat at least has tied up Communist 
troops across the straits from Formosa and has 
helped to deter Red China from intervening in the 
Vietnam war. 
The U.S. is firmly opposed to any adventures on 
the mainland but is officially committed to helping 
Chiang defend the islands, as proclaimed in a secret 
State Department policy paper, dated Sept. 11,1964. 
Today, however, our strategists would like to 
change the policy. They are compelled by the 
demands of the Vietnam war to put the squeeze on 
military expenditures in other areas and have 
decided that millions could be saved by pulling back 
from the offshore islands. 
This possibility first came up at a secret strategy 
meeting in Honolulu on January 11. Robert Barnett, 
speaking for the State Department, complained that 
the cost of defending the islands was too great a 
drain. 
“ The problem,’’ he said, “ is the offshore islands 
and our rather vague commitment to assist in their 
defense.” 
The secret minutes added; “ The meeting noted 
that the offshore islands are not vital to the defense 
of Taiwan (Formosa).” 
—Saving Money— 
Samuel Berger, presiding, warned that “ a major 
U.S. policy change is involved in view of the heavy 
defense cuts.” He suggested sending a team to 
Formosa to give the Chiang government “ a realistic 
picture of the situation and our own plans for 
adjusting to it” 
Following 
up 
this 
meeting, 
the 
Defense 
Department prepared a systems analysis on how to 
cut Chiang’s forces and save money. The secret 
analysis, which considered only the defensive uses 
of the offshore islands, concluded that they could be 
written off without jeopardizing the defense of 
Formosa. 
“ Several substantial reductions could be made in 
GRC (Government of the Republic of China) naval 
forces were it to negotiate with the CPR (Chinese 
Peoples’ Republic) an offshore island settlement,” 
the analysis declared. 
Naval savings alone, according to the analysis. 


would amount to $5.2 million in fiscal years 1969-73. 
Even more money could be saved in ground and Air 
Forces. Chiang has five of his best divisions, for 
example, manning the underground fortress at 
Quemoy. Another division is stationed on Matsu. 
The two divisions on the Peng-Hus in the Formosa 
straits could also be withdrawn, the analysis 
suggested. 
“ The ability to land 5,000 Marines on the Peng- 
Hus as reinforcements,” contended the secret 
analysis, “ would be more than adequate for de­ 
fense of that area” 
The U.S. “ Countrv Team,” representing both the 
American Embassy and our military at Taipei, 
has taken vigorous exception to the analysis. 
—U.S. Military Opposition— 
In a secret response, the country team declared 
that “ The GRC will not ‘negotiate with the CPR’ for 
an offshore island settlement. Removal of estab­ 
lished personnel from Kinmen (Quemoy) and 
Matsu would; 
“ A. Eliminate 
an 
invaluable 
source 
of 
intelligence on CPR coastal movements to and from 
the major ports of Amoy and Foochow... 
“ B. Increase USN patrol requirements along 
mainland China routes... 
“ C. Release several hundred thousand CPR 
troops presently positioned in the coastal area 
immediately opposite Kinmen and Matsu because of 
the GRC presence on these islands.” 
The country team also raised the political and 
psychological importance of the offshore islands. 
“ Several statements in the DOD (Department of 
Defense) study,” pleaded the secret response, 
“ reflect a need to review the importance of the OSI 
(offshore islands). It is highly impractical to 
consider the OSI groups of Kinmen and Matsu from 
purely a military point of view. These islands must 
also 
be 
evaluated 
for 
their 
political 
and 
psychological impact on the GRC. From a military 
point of view these islands serve to; 
“ A. Block the significant seaports of Amoy and 
Foochow from a commercial as well as an offensive 
amphibious military standpoint. 
“ B. Deny effective use of over 200 miles of China 
coastal waters by coastal traffic. 
“ C. Provide early warning for air defense. 
“ D. Provide an excellent advance electronic 
monitoring point. 
“ E. Provide the much needed additional depth to 
the defense of Taiwan and the Peng-hus. 
“ From the viewpoint of the GRC, these islands 
are the last vestiges of the GRC’s influence over the 
mainland. They serve as a daily reminder to the 
Asiatic free nations, as well as to the CPR that they 
do not dominate the entire Chinese world. The fact 
that these islands have not fallen to the Communists 
adds prestige to the GRC forces” 
NOTE — It will be the 82-year-old Chiang Kai- 
Shek who will scream the loudest in his high, piping 
voice when he is asked to abandon the offshore 
islands.

Q — My company paid my salary while I was 
recovering from a serious operation in the hospital 
last year. Can you tell me whether I have to pay tax 
on my pay for that time'’ 
A — It depends on how much you received in pay 
for the time you were out. If your company paid you 
over 75 per cent of your regular salary while you 
were sick then there is a 30-day waiting period 
before any of your pay may be excluded from 
inc‘ome. After the 3(>Hlay period, you may exclude up 
to $100 a week from your income as sick pay. 
If you received 75 per cent or less of your regular 
pay, you will have no waiting period. Then you may 
exclude up to $75 a week. After 30 days, you may 
exclude up to $100 a week as sick pay. If you had not 
been hospitalized, you would have a seven-day 
waiting period. 
This provision of the law is explained at greater 
length in the 1040 instructions so be sure to check 
them if you think you are entitled to claim this 
exclusion. 
Q — Are scnoiarships considered income for tax 
purposes?

WASHINGTON (AP) — The administrations 
belated willingness to trim the budget submitted 
last January is softening some of the opposition 
to a tax increase. 
But it also is giving Republicans some support 
for their oft-repeated claim that the President 
is not leveling with Congress on fiscal matters. 
CJOP sDokesmen point to the January budget 


message which President Johnson said outlined a 
tight and stringent economic program. 
Subsequently, 
administration 
spokesmen 


defended the budget. 
In testimony before the House Ways and Mea^ 
Committee, Secretary of the Treasury Henry H. 
Fowler said “ the President’s fiscal program repre­ 
sents a tough policy.”

Later, Fowler and Budget Director Charles J. 
Zwick told the House Appropriations Committee in 
effect theJiudget reflected rock bottom figures. 
“ We were told in almost so m a n y words, 
a 
Republican committee member said, “ that there 
was no other place to cut safely; that the figures 
presented included no so-called fat.” 
But developments over the past weekend indicate 
that even the President may have found some 
substantial “ fat.” 
Over the weekend there were authoritative 
reports Johnson was planning to cut requests for 
new appropriations for the fiscal year starting July 
1 by as much as $9 billion. These reductions would 
be from the original requests made in January. 
In a Minneapolis speech Monday the President 
confirmed he was working with Congress to seek 
agreement on major cuts. And he called on 
Americans to join in “ a program of national 
austerity.” That could foreshadow even more cute 
than had been 
planned 
originally 
in domestic 
spending. 
The entire budget submitted in January is 
undergoing a review by executive agencies. 
One Republican usually in the know on such 
matters said a revised budget already is on the 
President’s desk and may be submitted to Congress 
soon. 
“ But it will have to call for cute of far more than 
$9 billion if we are to avoid economic chaos,” he 
said. 
“ It may cost many of us our seats in Congress,” he 
added, “ but we are going to have to increase taxes 
whether we want to or not. ” . 
A chronic foe of tax hikes, especially with an 
election in the offing, this Republican said politics 
must be laid aside or the nation will face a worse 
depression than it had in the 1930s “ and it will affect 
Republicans as well as Democrats.” 
The two powerful House committee chairmen 
who have been conferring on economy moves, 
Wilbur D. Mills of Ways and Means and George H. 
Mahon 
of 
Appropriations, 
indicated 
to 
newsmen they think the $9-billion White House 
figure is too low. But neither would publicly cite a 
counter-figure. 
The significance of what has happened in the past 
few days seems to be not that a particular depth of 
budget cut has been decided on, but that the long- 
stalled dialogue between White House and Capitol 
Hill on a tax increase has been resumed.

Future Holds Promise 
For Jaundiced Babies 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M. D. 


Jaundice present in an iniant at birth may indicate 
erythroblastosis due to Rh incompatibility of the 
parents. Jaundice is also often present in babies who 
weigh less than 5Vi pounds at birth and are 
therefore considered prematures. When jaundice 
develops after three to six days of life, as it does in 
about 20 per cent of infante, it may be a benign 
condiUon that disappears without treatment before 
the child is two weeks old or it may be associated 
with an often fatal concentration of bile salts in the 
brain. Some of those who survive are afflicted with 
cerebral palsy. 


Since there is no sure way to tell which babies with 
jaundice will have serious complicaUons, all should 
be treatea. formerly an exchange transfusion 
(completely replacing the baby’s blood) was the only 
way of saving these babies, but new and simpler 
ways have been found. In addition to preventing 
brain damage, they also avoid the risks associated 
with transfusions. 
At the De Goesbriand Memorial Hospital in 
Burlington, Vt., premature babies, whether they are 
jaundice or not, were placed in an Isolette They 
wore nothing but a diaper and a bandage to protect 
their eyes and they were flooded with the light from 
a 20-watt dayUght fluorescent light day and night for 
six days. None developed jaundice compared with 20 
per cent of those who were not so treated. 
Lourdes Hospital in Camden 
N.J.., all jaundiced babies are given charcoal with 
their feedings. Although they don’t like it the 
routine use of this treatment has brought the 
concentration of bile salts in the blood down to 
normal 
and 
made 
exchange 
transfusions 
unnecessary. 


Jaundice sometimes develops in breast-fed babies 
seven to 10 days after birth. This has recenUv been 
shown to be caused by a high concentration of the 
steroid, pregnanediol, in the mother’s milk. When 
these infante were put on formula feedings the 
jaundice disappeared. With these improved methods 
of treatment, the future ouUook for jaundiced 
babies is greatly improved.
